Friends and relatives of Julius Salomon 
declared last night that Wheeler's story 
was ridiculous. Miss ena Salomon, a 
sister, when seen at her 9 365 Lar- 
rabee street, said: 

“Any one who anew ny brother will not 
believe Wheeler’s story. It is a case of a 
drowning man grasping at a straw. I pity 
him in his trouble, but the story he tells 
will neither help him nor reflect on the 
honesty of my brother, I am sure.“ 

Other relatives of the former north town 
collector recalled the statement of Witness 
Scanian that he had seen Salomon take a 
slip of paper from his black pocketbook.”’ 
In this connection Frank Meine, a brother- 
in-law of Mr. Salomon, said: 

“I have cashed hundreds of checks for 
Mr. Salomon and never did he take one 
from a pocketbook. I know that he never 
carried a pocketbook of any description.

CONFESSION OF FORMER 
OF A CLOTHING 


ity and Implicates Five Other Con- 
cerns—Suits in Preparation to Pre- 
vent Destruction of Any Records in 
County Treasurer Office and to 
Stop Retention of Interest--More 
Letters from Listed Delinquents. 


By the confession of a former member of | 
a Chicago clothing firm, Haskins & Selis, the 
accountants now investigating the delinquent 
tax books were put in possession yesterday of 
concerning another tax fixing

Six business firms in all were implicated in 
the statements made by the informer, his 
own company being included. Four were 
firms engaged in a similar line of clothing 
trade, one was a wholesale and retail tobacco 
company, and the sixth was a loan company. 

All these firms, the informer said, had 
used one tax fixer to cause the noncollection 
of their taxes. The name of this man he 
would not disclose to the accountants, but 
said he would tell it to the grand jury. In 
his own case he produced ‘documents and re- 
ceipts to prove his assertions. 


Done in South Town Office. 


In the delinquent books of the county the 
firm’s assessment is marked no time.“ 
The tax fixing was done in the south town 
collector's office, according to the story of 
the informer, but after the delinquent books 
reached the county collector only one effort 
was made to enforce payment. 

When this effort was made the informer 
himself, who admits having been the man 
who conducted the deal for his firm, went 
tq the tax fixer and said: 

‘How about this delinquent tax notice? 
We don’t want to get any more of them.“ 

That was a mistake, said the tax fixer. 
* I don't know how it came to slip through. 
I'll see that it does not happen again. 

The informer said that it never had oc-

The school contracts for coal were let last 
weck, but there has been practically no haul-

While the burden of the trouble will fall 
on the school system, the teamsters will also 
attempt to cut off the coal supply from the 
Commonwealth Electric company, which re- 
ceives its fuel from the company. 

All of the coal firms must pay their driv- 
ers the union wage,“ said Business Agent 
Booth yesterday. ‘ Tie ©oal teamsters do 
not work the year around and cannot afford 
to get any less than their wage schedule.

It is hardly necessary to point out that 
there is no precedent in Europe for the con- 
ferring ot any honorary colonelcy in a for- 
eign army upon the president of a republic. 
No country is more lavish in the distribution 
of honorary colonelcies than Russia. Not 
only foreign rulers and princes of the blood 
but also queens and princesses, and even 
royal. babies in the cradle, boys as well as 
girls, in long clothes, are gazetted as titular 
commanders of this or that Muscovite regi- 


lently against being regarded as a “ slum.” 
* Little Hell “ is likely to protest in the same 
way. Then there will be an undesirable 
combination of ignorant good will on the 
one side and ignorant resentment on the 
other. 

Is it not just about time, therefore, for 
Protestant organizations to attempt to imi- 
tate the methods of the Roman Catholic 
church?

DR. HARPER ISSUES LETTER ON 
SEGREGATION.

University “President ‘False 
some of the Statements Made by the 


Explains Others—Why Some Junior 
College Faculty Votes Were Reject- 
ed—Says Many Misstatements Were 


Resolved to beat the enemy by. his own 
tactics, President Harper of the University 
of Chicago followed the lead of the women 
in their oy against segregation yesterday 
afternoon by sending out a circular letter to 
all the i, of the university. ‘The let- 
ter is an answer to the first of the two circu- 
lars sent out by the University Alumne and 
the ‘Association of Collegiate Alumne, in J 
which the history of the movement was 
stated and arguments for and against the 
idea were advanced. The second letter to 
the students, asking them to write personal. 


Dr. Harper. 

The president’s letter, which is signed by 
Dean Judson and A. K. Parker, the university 
recorder, states that its purpose is to correct 
some of the alleged false statements in the 
women’s circular, It takes up several of the 
points made in the latter, explaining some 
and denying others, The statement in re- 
gard to sident Harper’s having thrown 
out the votes of several of the opposition in 
the meetings of the junior college faculty 
comes in for the lengthiest notice. 


Why Votes Were Rejected. 

It is explained'that before a vote was taken 
Dr. Harper called attention to the rule stat- 
ing that instructors appointed for a year
